NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—President 


Roosevelt will, in his speech at the 
Pilgrim Day celebration next Tues- 
day, 
announce his abandonment 'of 


his fight against t,he trusts and tho 
railroads. 


This fact became known hare today 


when advance copies of the speech 
were received. The news was of such 
vast import that somewhere along the 
line the secrecy about tne speech was 
broken, an dthere was a big leak 
which the government will undoubt- 
edly investigate. 


Wall Street got the news of the 


nature of the .President's forthcoming 
speech, and. of the portentous char- 
acter of the nev.'s, and prices rose 
rapidly" on the announcement,. many, 
.of yesterday's .losses'being, recovered. 


•,Baclc, of the president's .intention 
to :4nake; .this announcement- lies a 
truce which he has ''made with Mr. 
Harriman. 
Investigation shows that 


Harriman was in control of the Chi- 
cago & Alton railroad at the time that 
road was .promised immunity from 
prosecution if it would aid in- convict- 
ing the Standard Oil Company. 


The deal was ma'de nearly directly 


with Harriman, and as a result of it, 
the road gave the evidence which 
made possible the fine of $29,240,000. 
Wall Street takes it that this fine will 
be made to stick, ai>fl it is known 
that the President will declare in his 
Tuesday speech that the fine repre- 
sents the accomplishment of his ob- 
ject, and that further legislation is 
not needed fdr effectually curbing the 
trusts. 


The Street accepts the forecast of 


the speech as meaning, also, that the 
rumored "prosecution of-Harriman will 
not be brought, and as explaining the 
report recently made by the Interstate 
Commerce Commission on the sub- 
ject of Harriman's control of rail- 
roads.

Harriman 


There Is nothing very surprising in 


the statement made by ISdward II. 
Harriman to Mr. Houchins, of The 
Journal staff, who interviewed him 
last evening, that if he had the chance 
he would control all the railroads in 
the United States, arcl that things 
would suit him better if .he had .such 
undisputed mastery of our transpor- 
tation lines. The surprise lies not in 
the fact, but in Mr. Harriman's frank 
avowal of it. 


During the last decade, Harriman, 


son of a poor minister, himself a 
dwarfed and almost weazened indi- 
vidual who has fought his own way 
from the lower to the topmost rung.? 
of the Iadj3er of success—as success 
is measured in this day and age—ihas 
done few things that did not indicate 
that his capacity for absorption and 
/control is almost unlimited. Starting 
as a small broker, he became, while 
still a young man, the forcmobt mas- 
ter of manipulation in Wall Street. 
So long as he remained an active 
trader in "the street," he was the boss 
speeulauir^amons a. great crowd of 
experts. In that time he was litef- 
ally eating railroad facts and figures. 
He professes now to an ignorance of 
an-d disregard for details. But it is 
only because he h=is passed the point 
where he must bother with details. 
In his early1- days- he was the -most 
eager and avid student of railroad 
statistics that Wall Street ever knew, 
andjjiis success in manipulative specu- 
laiton was due largely to tho fact 
that, more than any other ma.n, he 
knew enough about the details of rail- 
road finances and operation to be able 
to intelligently forecast the future 
course of railroad securities. 


The knowledge thus acquired is the 


secret of his success as a railro-jd boss 
and manipulator.' And upon it, too, 
is based this desire .which he frankly 
avows—that he' would like to contiol 
all the railroads of the United States. 
Owning systems 
of 
railroads 
and 


steamship hnej so vast that he can 
journey from New York to the Orient, 
and/eturn by a different route, mak- 
ing side trips of thousands of miles 
in length, all without' stepping foot 
from his own propert>, Mr. Hairi- ' 
man knows better than any living in- 
dividual just what abso'ute control of 
all our railioad lines would mean. lie 
would be mightier than any monarch, 
and in the hollow ot his hands hi; 
wouid hold destinies compared with 
which ihjbt:»thc Czar ot Russia con- 
trols would be as nothing. 


Mr. Harriman is an absolutist. Had 


.'if lived in olden times he would have 
lifted himself to a throne, and, once 
seated on it, he would have ruled with 


tion by him of the fact that the peo- 
ple have both the right and the po\\er 
to control, and that the individual 
must be subject to the constituted gov- 
ernment. 
Out of this rises the hope 


that Hairiman, absolutist and recal- 
citrant, \\ill in the future prove more 
amenable to governmental direction 
than he has been in the past, and that 
thu complaints which have been made 
against him and against his methods 
may not, in tho future, find buch easy 
lodgement in fact. 


There is one fling, in Mr. Harri- 


man's interview which cannot be ac- 
cepted as 
readily as can 
his other 


statements.

terested in politics.

XEW YORK, Aug. 15.—With the 


opening

there iv.ns much a:nxiety and at the 
very onset stocks broke badly, Amal- 
gamated Copper slumping 4 1-4 points 
and American Smelting losing 4. On 
the Hill stocks and the Harrimans 
losses ran between 2 and 3 points. 
There was a strong determination! to 
prevent 
this 
slump .from 
making 


further headway, however, and a rally 
of support resulted in a reactionary 
advance of from 1 to 2 points all 
along the line. 


Operators on both sides of the mar- 


ket began buying liuavily and an im- 
proved tone became manifest in the 
street. 
Confidence seemed to be re- 


turning in influential quarters and 
made itself felt among speculators. 
TheVe seemed to be a clear under- 
standing that the bottom had been 
reached and that now was the time 
to buy. Buying orders kept pouring 
in and the result was that declines 
were reduced to fractions. For a few 
moments the market refused to be 
bolstered and sagged to near the low- 
est, but this was followed by a rally 
fl.nd stocks rose at the close to the 
best of the day. The close was to a 
quiet market. 


The advance in the Bank of Eng- 


land discount rate tended to keep 
back confidence, but this was due to 
conditions abroad 
as much as 'at 


home. The heavy failure of the Pope 
campi-ny rendered investors uneasy 
aTid caused some of the heavy liqui- 
dation, especially in the industrials, 
which was in part responsible for the 
market's refusal to react. 
Reassur- 


ing statements from financial authori- 


• ties showed that the investing public 


had no cause for alarm. 


Government bonds remained un- 


shaken and firm. Railroad bonds, in 
sympathy with the sharp reduction in 
stocks values, were irregular.
